Empire Builder in Utilities 


in Harness for Half 


Century 


Chicago —(IP)— A man who still 


takes notes in shorthand and works 
eight hours a day after a half-cen- 
tury of empire building that has 
made him many times a millionaire, 
was host today to 700 executives 
who help administer his vast hold- 
ings. 
Hs is Samuel Insull, probably the 


greatest living single figure in the 
world of public utilities. In the 50 
years since he came to America 
from London to serve as private sec- 
retary to Thomas A. Edison, Insull 
has, through financial genius and 
daring, built an empire of electricity 
and gas that extends through 28 of 
the United States, Canada and Eng- 
land, employing 72,800 persons and 
serving heat, light and transporta- 
tion to uncounted millions. 
The 


aggregate securities of the various 
groups under his name have a mar- 
ket value of more than $3,000,000,- 
000. 


The part played by Thomas A. 


Edison in Insull's career will be re- 
membered at a banquet tonight with 
"original" Edison lamps being used 
as table markers, while the aged in- 
ventor is scheduled to make a short 
talk which will come to the as- 
semblage over a telephone connec- 
tion from the east. 


Starts Work Early 


Though his consistent distaste for 


personal publicity in any form has 
not allowed him to give out any 
"work hard and you'll succeed" 
maxima for the guidance of 
the 


younger generation, the results of 
Insull's thorough devotion to what 
he calls ".his job" speak for them- 
selves. Other offices in the Com- 
monwealth Edison, building open at 
8:30, but Insull is at work at ,7:45 
daily, and usually has his desk 
cleared' by the time the others ar- 
rive. Through the last 30 years of 
huge manipulations and cumulative 
success, his starting time of morn- 
ings has been set back a scant 15 
minutes. According to his most in- 
timate associates, the thought of re- 
tirement, or even contemplation of 
it, has never entered his mind, de- 
spite his 71 -years. 


Samuel Insull, then 21, and with 


only an elementary 
education in 


private schools of .London, Reading 
and Oxford, arrived in America on 
Feb. 28, 1881. 
He had been recom- 


mended to Edison by the inventor's 
London a.gent, .as "whose- secretary 
InsidLhad shown unusual aptitude. 
In another decade the young Eng- 
lishman, by then a'vice president of 
the General Electric company, was 
asked, by directors of the Chicago 
Edison company to suggest a suit- 
able president lor their corporation. 


He nominated himself, as the first 


stroke of the daring which was to 
carry .him through many immense 
consolidations that have led to the 
accumulation of his present vast in- 
terests. He was accepted, and the 
story of his work in tying- up dozens 
of -utilities companies under central- 
ized control and extending super- 
power lines is a vital chapter of the 
nation's industrial history. 


Some of the Major Insull concerns 


now are: Commonwealth Edison 
company, Middlewest Utilities com- 
pany—a holding company owning a 
substantial majority of the common 
stocks "in utilities operating in 28 
states, and having 78 subsidiaries— 
Peoples Gas, Light and Coke com- 
pany, Public Service company of 
Northern Illinois, Midland United 
company, and Western United com- 
pany. 


At 71, IssuII Is brisk, erect, hale

Income Nearly 30 


Per Cent

railroads of the United States and in 
which their gross 
earnings 
de- 


creased over $1,000,000,000, or about 
16 per cent, with 
a shrinkage of 


over 24 per cent in net 
revenues, 


their earnings statements for Janu- 
ary, in the main available Friday, 
present a discouraging picture. 


It is estimated that the decrease 


in net operating income of the carri- 
ers for the past month was nearly 
30 per cent. For the first 30 roads it 
was slightly under 28 per cent, but 
the figures now presented of some 
of the large systems show so much 
higher percentage of loss than eatli- 
er ones that the total net shrinkage 
is likely to be above 
the original 


predictions. For instance, the Penn- 
sylvania lines reported a net loss in 
January of 50 per cent, the Balti- 
more & Ohio 45 per cent, and the 
Southern Railway 70 per cent. The

Most Reports Similar 


Except for a few roads, including 


those in the northwestern section of 
the United States, the returns have 
the same general aspect, namely a 
heavy deer ease, in gross 
revenues 


and a much higher percentage of 
net operating decrease. The North- 
ern Pacific, Great Korthern 
and 


Burlington were successful in over- 
coming their original losses. All in- 
dicate larger operating income than 
a ye.ar ago. The Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Paul & Pacific also makes a rel- 
atively good showing in net com- 
pared with grpss. In contrast is the 
net loss of the Union Pacific in Jan- 
uary of over 25 per cent and by the 
Southern Pacific 
of more than 65 


per cent, while in the southwest the 
St. Louis-San Francisco had an op- 
erating income more than 40 per 
cent under last year and a. substan- 
tial deficit after fixed charges. On 
the other hand, the Missouri Pacific 
earned nearly as much, for its divi- 
dend and interest in January as in a 
similar period in 1930, though some 
of its subsidiaries did not do so well.

However, all per- 
sons who have filed an affidavit will 
be entitled to pay their taxes up to 
June 1 without penalty, interest or 
other charges except the fee for ad- 
vertising the tax sale. But if the 
taxes are not paid by June 1, they 
will be enforced by tax sale, and 
will be subject to the same inter- 
est, penalties and charges <-- other 
delinquent taxes.

Babson Park, Florida—As mort- 


gage money is gradually loosened 
up, home building- should become the 
bright spot in the 1931 construction 
industry. 
Building as a whole may 


n^t be much better than in 1930, be- 
cause there is still a surplus of 
commercial structures, of factories, 
and certain 
other 
non-residential 


types. Residential building-, on the 
other hand, already shows signs of 
trying- to turn upward. For twenty- 
four months residential building has 
sivung- almost 
steadily downward, 


and for at least thirteen months it 
has been distinctly subnorma-1. Last 
year it was about 50 per cent below 
1929. 


In the meantime about two million 


couples have 
married; many 
old 


houses hare become untenantable, 
and the normal accumulation 
of 


demand for new bousing has piled 
up. This demand has been held back 
because of lack of mortgage money, 
unemployment, and reduced incomes. 
"Families have doubled- up. Sons and 
daughters have gone 
to live, with 


parents and parents have gone to 
live with sons and daughters. Soon- 
er or later these people will build 
or buy homes of their own. 
The 


extreme lack of building in the past 
year and a. half has gone far to- 
ward correcting- the previous over- 
building of houses for the country 
as a whole. Certain localities still 
have a surplus of dwellings, but in 
general the surplus is far less pro- 
nounced than in industrial, commer- 
cial, and certain other non-residential 
structures. 


Costs Reduced 


Heduction in cost of building ma- 


terials has brought them down on 
an average to where 
they were 


fifteen 
years ago, thus 
affording 


favorable 
opportunities for 
home 


builders. 


In the past five years lumber has 


declined 35 per cent, cement-13.8 
per cent, brick 27.5 per cent, glass 
25.1 per cent, nails 28.3 per cent, ana 
copper 25 per cent. 
The building 


material situation, therefore, is dis- 
tinctly favorable to revival in home 
building. Building wage rates have 
officially held up, but because of 
willingness to work and because of 
increased 
efficiency, actual 
labor 


costs per job are running anywhere 
from fifteen to twenty per cent be- 
low- a year ago. The man who builds 
now not only profits from lower 
costs, but receives a. better job. 


"Unfortunately most people 
build 


when costs are high, when they have 
to compete with everybody else for 
labor and materials. That is because 
in boom times mortgage money is 
plentiful. Loans are mad-e liberally, 
and this encourages speculative over- 
expansion. The wise man is the one 
-who builds at a time like the pres- 
ent, when he has the pick of the 
materials and the pick of labor, and 
pays a price low enough to assure 
him of sound value regardless of 
general real estate fluctuations. This 
assumes, of course, that he selects 
property located where surrounding 
values promise to improve rather 
than deteriorate as time passes. 


Money Plentiful 


The reason people have not been 


building recently is 
because real 


estate mortages, particularly in the 
smaller cities and towns, have been 
extremely difficult to obtain. The 
dominating factor in the residential 
building- situation Is mortgage money 
and has always been. Even 
if 


building- costs were one-third lower 
than they are now, it would1 not help 
lome building- as. long as mortgage 
oans were scarce. 
Similarly, if 


suilding- costs Trere one-third higher, 
that T-ould not hinder an upward 
movement in building, if mortgage 
money were plentiful. 


At first it seems 
strange that 


with a superfluity of money in the 
argo financial centers and with in- 
:erest rates the lowest in history, 
real estate loans continue tight. The 
•eason is that banks and other in- 
stitutions have been cleaning: house 


over-expanded real estate loans 


made during the boom times preced- 
ing- the 1929 crash.

THE PROBLEM OF MUSCLE 


SHOALS 


No useful purpose is served by de- 


nouncing the conference bill on Muscle 
-Shoals as "socialist legislation tend- 
ing to sovietize the government and . 
communize the.people," any more-than 


' it may be helped by the blast that'op- 
• position comes from "predatory wealth 
arraigned against the poor people of 
the country." The matter at stake is 
really too important with possibly ex- 
treme after effects, for either side to 
' indulge in anything but sensible dis- 
" cussion. 


The virtues of our democracy are 


plain enough on. every hand but the at- 
tempt to insidiously eat into it and 
drain it of its vitality is not always so 
evident. The conference report is dan- 
gerous from the latter standpoint 
though the talons have been ostensibly 
sheathed in the provision giving the 
president one year's time within which 
to effect a private leasing. 


The charge is that the proposed 


lease to private interests is so hedged 
by cumbersome conditions as to make 
it - practically impossible to conclude 


- the same,, in which contingency the 


bill actually pushes the government of 
the United States into the industrial 
enterprise of manufacturing nitrates^ 
In case of private lease the lessee is 
required to devote the government 
plant entirely to the production: of fer- 
tilizer. He may buy from the govern- 
ment power plant 15 kilowatts of elec- 
tricity for every 100 he uses in the fer- 
tilizer plant but cannot put the addi- 
tional power to work at any place on 
the leased property _nor use it _to di- 
vert any by-product usuable in the 
manufacture of fertilizer to any other 
purpose. Perhaps a private lease may 
be made by the president but it is 
-thought most unlikely that any individ- 
ual can be found to accept such oner- 
ous conditions. Failing to find such an 
individual our government is plunging . 
into the manufacturing game, not only 
with all its hazards and" the consequent 
ill effects upon those already in it, 
which is, in our judgment, important 
, enough but really the least important, 
of the objections, for running an in- 
dustrial enterprise according to politi- 
cal standards is the acme of reckless- 
ness. 


"Let the government do it" is the 


pith of all socialism, an idea which/is 
not only unsound "but patently so, a 
chimera made of the stuff of which 
dreams are made mixed \rith/the va- 
garies of the winds. In a centralized 
government, in an autocracy or under 
. a. dictator, government-run industries 


may and sometimes do succeedj—ia 
democracies they are essentially ar- 
rant failures. 


The Post-Crescent does not believe 


that the governments, state or national, 
should part with the title to their great 
remaining diamond mines, waterpow- 
er, but the best proposal so far of 
handling them in the public interest 
is that advanced by Governor Roose- 
velt of New York, involving a leasing 
to private interests with schedules of 
rates to be charged the public in the 
leases and with provision for a periodic 
correction or modification in keeping 
with altering public conditions. Thus 
the government forever holds the whip 
"and is always master. At the same time 
the blunders, the corruptions, the lazi- 
ness, inefficiency and wastes of public 
operation are avoided. So in fact the 
people are doubly protected, from ex- 
ploitation on the one hand and the 
evils of politics-in-busincss on the 
other. 


That the people may be faced with a 


iiard problem as they are in respect to 
these power matters, should not mis- 
lead them to fly from "evils of which 
they, know to evils they know not," as 
they did in the case of prohibition. 


Let the people instead face this plain 


and essential truth: A government 
which holds the strong curb rein cither 
by ownership of power sites or the 
right otherwise to regulate rates, and 
is from that powerful position unable 
to do so properly, has thereby shown 
itse!f doJibi}* incapable of further and 
extensive active operations; or n a ' 
government is without sufficient re- i 


sourcefulness or talent to run a frac- 
tion of the job how can it expect to 
capably run it all? 


First of all the government has cer- 


tain "essential powers" that simply 
must be exercised through govern- 
mental agencies. With that we all 
agree. Next there is a field of activity 
that is not really essential and yet non- 
socialistic such as the work performed 
by the departments of labor and com- 
merce, of agriculture, the bureau of 
education, the fish commission, and 
other scientific bureaus of the govern- 
ment, the purposes of which are to ed- 
ucate, inform and otherwise aid the 
people in their individual battles in 
life. 


But when we step beyond the "es- 


sential powers" and these other non- 
essential though non-socialistic powers, 
we plunge immediately into the morass 
of socialism.( Before we do that we had 
better take pretty careful survey of the 
situation, for the swamp ahead is not 
only extensive but every step taken 
makes all the more difficult if not im- 
possible a withdrawal again to safe 
and high ground. 


We are never going to have a scien- 


tifically- perfect government until the 
•Almighty makes men perfect, but by 
careless acts we can have a much more 
imperfect one than we have. 


PROSAIC LAWS 


There are, unfortunately, a good 


many prosaic laws on our statute 
books. The purpose for which these 
laws were originally enacted has 
changed, or they are 'of such character 
that people ignore them. If all the 
laws now on the statute books were 
enforced, the/country might not be a 
very pleasant place in which to live. 


But bad as the situation is with us, 


in England it is worse. They have had 
a longer time in which to accumulate a 
supp_ly. Some of them date back hun- 
dreds of years and seem absurd now, 
but they never have been repealed. 


In Manchester, England, newspapers 


were notified last week that according 
to a law of 1677 they are forbidden to 
do any work on Sunday to get out 
their Monday editions. The man who 
was determined to enforce this statute 
is secretary of the Sunday Games and 
Freedom League. He recently had his 
brother arrested for failure to attend 
church on Sunday, there being a law 
to-back-him up on that worthy sub- 
ject. His purpose of course was to ob- 
tain the repeal of these laws by their 
strict enforcement. 


Not many laws are repealed. Our 


state legislatures are prolific in pro- 
ducing a medley of statutes covering 
every phase of human activity, and 
many of them become obsolete through 
changing conditions. Yet they are al- 
lowed to stand on the . records and 
many times are used for the purpose of 
harassment. It is so easy to pass them 
and so difficult to find the time to dis- 
cuss their repeal, no matter how pro- 
saic they have become. 


So the probabilities are that this par- 


ticular English statute referred to will 
cause some discussion for the moment 
and then be forgotten, and that it will 
still be a part of the law code of En- 
gland in 2031.

My boy, writes a young mother, is 


three years old. He never coughs in 
the day time, but every night be- 
tween. 12 and 3 o'clock he has a spell 
of coughing, a real bark. The at- 
tacks are very mild and he is a rob- 
ust child, but I should like to re- 
lieve him entirely of these night 
coughing spasms. I have proved 
your statement that cold air is sooth- 
ing and tends to relieve the child. 
I wonder if this is a land of croup? 
If it is, please tell me how to man- 
age croup. (Mrs. S. W. A.) 


No. that is not croup, tho the bark- 


ing cought may be correctly describ- 
d as "croupy," because it sounds 
like the peculiar barking cough of 
a youngster developing spasmodic 
croup. 


More likely this child's cough is 


due to enlargement of some lymph 
nodes (kernels) in the neck, conse- 
quent 'upon 
infection 
entering 


through a_ lesion of the nose, throat, 
~eth, or' ears. A not uncommon 
cause of such a. cough in a child 
not long after the child has gone to 
jed is tlie irritation of the back of 
:he throai Ly secretion which, drains 
down from the back of the 
nose 


when the child lies on his back. This 
s an indication for a careful exam- 
ination of the nose by means of 
leadlight and speculum, and the 
treatment of whatever little trouble 
;he doctor finds. Often it is a simple 
shronic rhinitis. Obviously it is not 
"air to such a child to ply him with 
alleged cough medicines when he 


to have h's nose wiped—by 


;he doctor.

Save Tulips From Frost 


Editor Post-Crescent—This having 


been an exceptional mild winter, 
there being little frost in 
the 


ground, has caused tulips to sprout 
far ahead of their usual time in 
this locality. I have noticed some 
of the 
early 
flowering 
variety 


sprouted from one to two inches 
above the surface. The Darwin ,and 
breeder tulips, which are of the later 
flowering type are not so far ad- 
vanced. I have had many calls 
from tulip lovers, on what to do 
to save their tulips for spring blos- 
soming. 


People having beds on the south 


side of a building find their "tulips 
quite far advanced and these should 
have proper care for this tim» of 
year. 
"Where they are above the 


surface, these" should be covered with 
straw. Special care should be tak- 
en in covering them. 
When there 


is still frost in the 
ground, 
the 


main thing is to keep it 
there, 


which will check the growth. 
For 


severe cold weather would freeze the 
tops off. Freezing off the 
tops 


would not cause you to lose-the bulbs 
but would rob you of blossoms this 
spring. 


The best time to do this covering 


is early in the morning or late, at 
night, when the top soil is some 
what frozen. Keeping the ground 
froze will keep them from sprouting 
too fast. 


Bulbs that have been planted five 


to six inches deep and not In 
a 


sheltered place are not liable 
to 


sprout so fast.
